If any, I ſay, upon theſe Grounds, ſhould after 
theſe, or other ſuch like manners, declaim from the 
Pulpit againſt theſe People, and aſſert them Gui/zy of 
all the Cyimes,that by villanous iaformers are charg'd 
againſt them at the Bar, *twould be highly di- 
cal tothe Peace of the Nation, much againit Charity 
and the Love we owe to our Neighbor, to 
the Chriſtian Spirit of Meetneſs rotonitnende) in 
the Goſpel, and conſequently a very ſevere Refleios 
upon thoſe that ſball preceed in this manner. Theſe 
and infinit other il] Conſequences are the neceſſary 
Attendants of fuch Proceedings : For what. Peace 
can there poſſibly be expeted, when it ſhall be in 

the power of Men of Proſtitute Confciences to dis 
ftract the Nation, to 6} it with Fears and Jealoufees, 
and ſo to influence the P#lpits, as to make them 
{quare the Goſpes, to the Support and Proof of their 
Calamnics ? What Charity can there be 1n thoſe, 
who upon ſuch Mens. Suggeſtons, can be pobtive 
in pronouncing their Neighbors - Guilty of 'the 
blackeſt of Crunes ? And what Meekzeſs, whilſt 

ſuch-Motives, —_— ſo-cafily fill'd with 
Gall and Bitternels,: and.chapge their .G .of 
Peace into ſuch ing invettives'? And 
whilſt theſe Chriſtian" Endbwmenes arc wantmg 
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in Teachers, how low muſt their Credit and Reputa. 
tion fink with all ſober Men, who know that where 
theſe Qualities are not, there can be no more of a 
Preacher beſides the Name and a Noiſe ? 

For my part, | think *tis the Conmon Intereſt of 
all that call themſelves Chriſtians, to be car: ful in 
avoiding theſe Inconveniences, which do ill ſuir 
with that Name ; and moſt eſpecially it ſeems to 
be the Concern of all /s/pits, of what ſort ſoever,to 
ſee that the Sprrit that moves there, ſhould be only 
that of the Goſpe/. For if once it be permitted, that 
in thoſe Sacrcd Places there be acceſs for —_— 
Aﬀettion, Prejudice or Paſſion, &c. and that the Do- 
Arins from thence enforc*d to the People, be not 
only according to the DiQtates of the Holy Ghoſt, 
but likewiſe what is ſuggeſted from the Information 
and Narratives of ſuch vile Men ; *twill bring all 
Preaching into a Dilſrepute, and give too plauſible 
an Occaſion to Atheiſts of ridiculing all Religion. 

Will it not be a Temptation likewiſe to T hinking 
Men, to. have a leſs value for thoſe Chairs, when 
they: find them ſubjeQ to theſe Infirmities : when 
they ſee them lie as open to Paſſion and Railing and 
ſuch like Weakneſſes, as other Places, which for that 
Reaſon are eſteem*d Prophane ? Menare willing ge- * 
nerally, where they truſt their Conſciences, to hind 
ſomething above the ordinary Maſs,” ſome ' more 
than ordinary San&ity, a fteddh Condutt, a Con- 
queſt over the common Frailties and Temptations 
of other Ranks, and ſuch other like Qualities, which 
may naturally work a Confidence in Men, and be as 
Arguments to convince them, that the Spiric that 
there moves is above Nature, and capable of dire&.. 


ng 
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ing others i9 order to Vertue and Truch.: But where 
they tind not Men thus Qualifi'd,. when, they expe- 
rience thoſe, who pretend to be Guides, to fall in 
with the Mobile, to be exP s'd totheir Levities, {0 
as to take Fire at every Flaſh ; when they ſee them 
inſtill Jealouſies, look Grim and Soure, Roar, Ramp, 
and Inſult over the Oppried ; 'twill only breed a 
Diſeſteem of them ia the Obſervers, and put- ther 
upon thinking,that however they may goto Church 
to Hear for faſhion ſake 3 yet to rely upon ſuch 
Mens Dire&ions will not be very ſafe, whilſt they 
ſee them go to the Bur for their Dorens, andferch 
their Proofs more out-of the Law than the Goſpel. 
Beſides, if any ſhould hold forth in any of the 
Forms above, what a Scandal would it be to their 
Profeſſion'?

Goſpel, to. hear ſo-much of 
Severity and of the Inflraments of Death, makes it 
lo..k more like a Slawghrer-boaſe, than the Houſe of 
God; and lays Grounds enough tothink, that ſuch

and that *cis-fear'd. Theſe woyld be too Meek and

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Afrroifid ,' unleſs ſome Clergy-Craelty were inftilld 
mito thety/ out of the Palpirs. And then how con- 
vincing kn Argument will this be, that "tis not only

But above afl, *cis not fit Preachers ſhould run 
out into theſe Cruel Extravagances ; becauſe, if 
after the Preaching up ſuch Accuſations and Hor- 
rid Crimes taken up againſt Men at the Bar, it 
ſhould prove that - the Informers were Villains , 
and the Hccaſed appear Innocent, what a RefleQtion 
would this prove upon ſuch Teachers, and 'upon 
their-Religion-z when it ſhall be manifeſt to the 
World, that They have Preach'd up ſo many noto: 
rious Lies in their Pwſpits, have afferted the Truth 
of them, have ſpread ſo many unjuſt Calumnres a- 

inſt their Neighbor, have Expounded Libels and 
Nartar#ves inftead of 'Goſpel, and been as poſitive 
in ſuch Doftrins of \Perjurd Knights of the Poſt 
as if they-had been dcliver'd by the Evangeliffs 
And if theſe Preachers ha tobe Men of Honeſty

Third Caution, 


'T HAT if any Preacher be zealous to prevent 
3 his Flock from going over to any other Com- 
munion,, which he judges to be Erroneous ; he 
would be careful; not to uſe any Infincere or Un- 
warrantable Means, for the working this Effet : 
That he would not be ſo Paſſonately earneſt in the 
diſcouraging his People from ſuch a Change. as to 
forget both Hozeſty , jafee, Truth and Charity, 
while he's Warm in his Diſſuaſives. And there- 


fore if for the Setliag his C ation, 'and rid- 
ding them of all Uneaſinels, Scruples and Pangs of 


Conſcience, he chooſes that Topic of Making the 
other Party Odiows ; he ought to be very Cautious 
in his Charges, and not to lay blacker Colours on 
them, than in Truth and Juſtice belongs to them. 
'Tis a, very difficult Task to make CharaQers of 
Adverſaries, for ſuch eſpecially, whoſe Intereſt it is 
they ſhould be contemn'd and thought Ridiculous. 
How ealily do Pafſion, Averſion, Tut.reft, Education 
here inſenſibly ſteal in ? And when thele influence 
the Pencil,there never wantsany thing of Deformiry 
or Mosfter, that's requiſite tomake the Bugbear out 
'Tis adviſable 'theretore here, that Preach:rs be 
watchful that none of Theſe ſtand at the Elbow 
while they are laying on the Colours: That they ab-

I carinot therefore bur adviſe all ſorts of Preach- ' 
ers, in caſe they fear their Congregation may be 
ſeiz?d with Doubts, and tem to leave their 
Communion, that they would ſeek other ſorts of 
Arguments to Secure and Settle them. For how- 
ever theſe kind of Ungentile Satyrs, may perhaps 
rid them of a great many Uneaſineſſes, and Scru- 
ples and Pangs of Conſcience ; yet I cannot think 
the Method to be Apoſtolical. *Twould certainly 
be more according to the Spirit of the Goſpel, to 
Preach nothing but Goſpel Truths, to be Meek and 
Moderate, and Peaceable ; to ſpread no Calummies, 
inculcate no Fa/ſities, to exaggerate nothing, to Mi/- 
conſtrue nothing, to make no Falſe Inferexces, and 
Half-Deſcriptions ; and as not to encourage or con- 
nive at Vice, ſo neither to praQtiſe it in the way of 
Preaching againſt it. *Tis very Ridiculous to ſee 
a Man doing the very thing he condemns ; to hear 
a Man pronouncing Sentence againſt Equivocating 
and Lying, with an Equivocatios or Lie 1n his 
Mouth : To hear another condemning Crse/y, and 
at the ſame time inſpiring his Auditory with Blood 
and Revenge : To hear a Third reproving ſome 
Principles to be the Do#rin of Devils, with ſuch 
Arguments, as require the afliſtance of a Fiend at 
the Elbow. Theſe, Lay, and ſuch like, are very Ri- 
diculous ; and therefore 1 look upon it more beco- 
ming all Pretenders to the Goſpel, to avoid all ſuch 
indire& and unjuſt Means. If they have any thing 
to lay againſt the DoQrins or Praftices of their 
Neighbors, let *em do it as becomes Chriſtians.”

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Hand, which is little leſs than Swearing with the 
Hand upon the Bible ; tis accepted by the People as 
the Word of God and Truth ; "tis fo pos'd to be 
their Duty, and in the Service of God. And now 
if inſtead of allthis, Miſtakes, weak Inferences, peeviſh 
Exaggerations, Falſities and Calummnices are advanc'd, 
and as poſitively laid down, as the very Scripture ; 
Good God ! what an Abuſe both of the Place, the 
Time, the Fundtion and the Flock | What a Wrong 
to Neighbors, whilſt they are moſt unjuſtly tradu- 
ced, made contemptible and ſcandalous ! And what 
a Diſturbance to the Nation, whilſt Animoſlities are 
created and fomented among Subjets! And the 
Pulpit (1 am aſham'd to ſay it) become the Foun« 
tain of theſe Miſchiefs both to Soul and Body. Is 
not this to turn the Seat of the Goſpel, into a Chair 
of Peſtilence ? This is ſo Viſible and Great an Abo- 
mination both before God and Man, that I hope 
there's no need of Arguments to lay it open ; *tis to 
be hop'd, that none that takes up the Goſpel, will ſo 
lay by his m_ at the ſame time, as to fall into 
theſe Unchriſtian Extravagances. For, to ſay all in 
a word, I think, He that will accuſe his Neighbor 
fallly in the Pulpit, may with the ſame Conſcience 
do the like at the Bar. The latter may be more In- 
famous ; but the Former is the Greater Crime.

Becauſe there can be no greater Rudeneſs in the 
World, than for a Miniſter thus abufively to Refle& 
upon his Prince,and to tell his SabjeZs,that they have 
a Sovereren, whole Religion teaches to Rebel. What 
greater Aﬀront can there poſſibly be offer'd to a 


Crorn'd Head, than to be thus vilely expos'd to his 


own SubjeQs, and by a Subje# too ? *Tis certain, . 


Hearted Prince, who knows 
how to value his Word, and makes Conſcience of 
his D«ty , nothing can be no more Diſpleaſing, 
than to hear of Falſe.heartedneſs , Treachery and

mult of necefficy be Odiousto him : and what muſt 
it be, when his own Subje#s are aiſur'd from the 
Pulpit, that even He himſelf profelſes a Religion, 
which enacburages D#ſlvjalry, and in ſome Caſes, 
even teaches to Rebe/? Can a Prince who has an 

Abhorreacero Treachery and Dilloyalty;be pler9d

'Breaſt ? Certainly , next to*the Striking at his 
-Crown, as nothing can be more Diſreſpe&ful, ſo 
nothing can be more Offenſive than this. Beſides, 
muſt not a Prince be very ſenſible of ſuch kind of 
Mockery in Preaching, whilſt his SubjeQts are en- 
courag d to be Loyal, but with an Argument in 
*the Cloſe, which is enough to blow a Trumpet to 
Rebellion : For what more powerful Argument to 
-ill-deſigning Men, than to have this Allurance of 
the Rel i100 of the. Prince ? 

And then again, when a Prince has call'd a Par- 
Jiament in order to a Settlement of the Afﬀairs of 
the Nation, what a kind of good Subje& mult he 
be, who in this manner ſets himſelf to raiſe an A- 
xerſion in the Hearts of this Aſſembly againſt their 
Prince, by expoſing his Religion under fo vile a 
Character, that 'tis impoſſible, where the Charge 
is believ'd to be True, to entertain very kind 
Thougrs for zo that is a Profeſſor of ſuch Unnatu- 
ral Principles ? *Tis well known, that when a 
Prince and Parliament meet, *tis the Sovereign's 
Deſire, there ſhould be a mutual good Underſtand- 
ing between | /imſelf and that Council; and that 
none can more aftront the Prince, than to raiſe Jea- 
louſies in their Heads, and diſturb their Minds with 
Foul Idea's touching Himlelt and his Religion : 
What need then of further Arguments to diſcou- 
rage ſuch kind of Preaching ; ſince, however it 
may ſound big of being Leal and True to the King, 
it do's notwithſtanding work the quite contrary 
Efſe&, and even anſwer the Wiſhes of the moſt 
wicked Enemies of the Crown ?

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Inthis manner it injures Him as Sovere/2w; and 
were therenothing of this in it ; yet muſt it be very 
unwelcome to him, to hear ſuch a Character of the 
Subjetts of his own Communion, that there can be »o 
Secarity in their Loyalty ; ſince being but newly 
come to the Crown, he cannot but remember, that 
*ris but a little time ſince he was a Swbjed? himſelf. 
And how near this comes to his own Perſon, let 
every one conſider. I meddle here nothing with 
the Controverſie ; but l believe, that all Honeſt 
Men, that know how hearty a Lover this our So. 
gn is of Loyalty and Fidelity, and how Sincere 
in his Religion, need no other Argument to con- 
clude him a Calumniator, who has thus Aſpersd 
his Religion, and ſet it fotth as Dsfloysl, and teach- 
ing to Rebel: Since if it realy wereſd, whoſoever 
profeſs'd a Love toit, and Loyalty together, muſt of 
neceſſity be a Diſſembler on the one Side or the 
other ; there being no poſſibility of being heartily 
Loyal, and yet be Tr#etoa Church, which teaches to 
Rebel. 

All that remains here worthy of Conſideration, 
is, whether it be Wiſe or Mannerly for Preachers, to 
make their Prince's Religion Odiows and Contempts- 
ble to his Subjet#s, rho they make no Dedications of 
It, or do not Preach it to a Par liament-Houfe ? The 
Reaſons for the Doubt are theſe : 

x. Becauſe it do's not look like the part of a 

Subjef#, to undervalue his Prince to his own 
"People. And yet he that —_— againſt his Reli 
gion, ſeemstodo ſo : For when ſuch and ſuch Points 
'of his Faith are painted out and condemn'd as Rz- 
dicalow, Nonſenſe, Prophane, Impiows, the Ef if 
* K eſs, 
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Madneſs, full of Contradittions, contrary to Senſe and 

Reaſon, Charms, Hocus-pocus, Cheats, groſs Iaolatry, 

worſe and more Unnatural than that oi arbarians aud 
ev 


Pagens. Are not all theſe moſt ſevere Refleftions 
upon his Sexſe, his Judgment and Reaſon ? Whilſt 
Hebeing ſuppos'd to approve ang embraceall thoſe 
Tenexs, that are ſtampt with theſe Ignominious and 
Unworthy Titles, is at the-lame time ſuppos'd not 
to know the,diflerence/between Sexſe and Nonſenſe, 
Reaſon and Contradittions, Judgment and Madneſs, 
Chriſtianity and Igolatry; and elpecially when after 
theſe Black Charatters this Concluſion brings up, 
Theſe things are ſo Plain, that any Man of Senſe, any 
Child may ſee it. 1s not this within one Step of rank- 
ing all of that Communion in the Liſt of Madmen 
or Fools ? Itleaves 'em all, at leaſt, at the Mercy of 
the Congregation, by their Ixferring Facal!y, to 
make what they pleaſe of them. _ | 

2. Becauſe ſuch a way of Preaching Refle&s 
upon the Government of their Sovereign. The 
Reaſon is evident ; becauſe when They ſet forth 
the Religion of their Prince,” as tcaching and en- 
couraging Ulſurpation , Tyranny, Maſlacres- all 
ſorts of Cruelty and Treachery , of introducing 
Slavery, and making no Conſcience of any thing 
that is for the Intereſt of Mother-Church : This cer- 
tainly fills the SubjeAts with Fears and Jealouſies, 
makes them uneaſie under ſuch a Government, and 
indiſpoles them for giving a hearty Service to ſuch 
a Prince, who, they are made to. fear, intends no 


'thing better for them, than YViolezce and Slavery, 
.Whoſoever conſiders the Temper. of this Nation, 
; bow ſuſceptible the People are of Fears, how jealous 


of 
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of their Liberty, how credulous at the Noiſe of 
Plots and Deſigns ; cannot but know, how far a 
Hint or ſly Inſinuation will go with them ; and that 
one Inauendo, that touches upon the right String, 
will ſer them more in a Ferment, than open Danger 
will do-any other Nation in the World. ?*Tis 
ſtrange, how ſenſibly the Noiſe of a Cloud, or a Storm, 
or a Snake in the Grafs, works upon them, tho? in 
the Quiet of a general Calm : To talk to them of 
Patience, Non-reſiſt ance, of being ready to ſuffer all 
that God ſhall permit for their Sins, is to fill their 
Heads with Fre and Fagots ; and a Word of Slevery 
carries their Fancies into the middle of Egypt. Now 
when a People is thus diſpos'd, how can: thoſe 
Preachers be good Subjetts, who cannot get (ix Steps 
above their Congregation, but nas, they 
diſcover Clouds hanging over the. People's Heads, 
they fright them with Storms and Tempeſts, and 
then pretending to allay their Fears with the Com- 
fort of Have but Patience, be ready to ſuffer, all this 
will blow over, they fright them ten times worſe than 
before, and lily improve their Comforts into a Se- 
cond Storm ? Now what kind of Subje&s mult theſe 
be, and how wonderfully Loyal, that by theſe Can. 
trivances and ſubtle Inſinuations, can fill his Maje- 
ſty's People with as much Diſturbance, and render 
them as Uneafie under the molt benign Influence of 
a Gracious - and Indulgent Prince, as if they had 
the heavy Weight of Tyranny galling their Shoul- 
ders? I ks the Pretence is Religion, and to pre- 
ferve them from Error : and *tis no more than a 
Pretence; for *tis certain, Men may be taught to 


be Good Chriſtians, withour being made Bad SubjeFs ; . 
and: 
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and the x Government, is no neceſſary 
Preparation for directing People the Way to Hea- 
vett. Patience amd Reſignation may be eafily taught 
without the help.of Sorms ; the Scripture furniſhes 
Matter and E enough without going up in- 
to: the Clogds. And 1 wilh this Modern way of 
teaching Pitiezce, be. not a new kind of Palpit- 
Drum to alarm le into the Spirit of Rebellion. - 

 F would got be for railing Scandals againſt any 
Society of Men. much leſs againſt thoſe who pre- 
endo the Goſpel. But when I ſee the EffeQts of 
ſuch kind of Preaching; how it raiſes Diſcontexts 
and Jealftes, and becomes an Aggrievance to the 
Prince, I cannot but wiſh, that ſuch as follow this 
Method, and irexd the Miſchief, were more Loyal ; 
and ſuch as intend it zot, were more Wiſe. Howſo- 
ever itibe, lam ſure the Method is unwarrantable, 
andnotat all becoming thoſe, who would willingly 
oro a Beſt Preachers in the World, and the
